GIVES -HIS VIEWS ON THE RESULT. 


on. L. F. Garrard Makes a Mag- 
nificent Presentation 


LOF THE STRONG POINTS IN THE PAPER 


It is a Platform Built for Success, and One Upon 
Which All Democrats Can Unite 
and Stand. 


No man in the late democrati¢ conven- 
tion attracted more attention than Hon. 
L. F. Garrard. 

Going there modestly, he was appointed 
to represent Georgia on the committee on 
resolutions. The determined stand he 
took there, and the success which he 
had in molding the instrument drawn, 
convinced the members that a new leader 
had arisen. Garrard's praises soon rang 
outside of the committee room, and he 
found himself classed in the front rank. 

The Constitution, desirous of throwing 
all the light possible on the platform, tel- 
egraphed Mr. Garrard at a late hour last 
night for his views. Mr. Garrurd's reply, 
over the Western Union line, is here pre- 
sehted and is worthy of careful perusal: 

Mr. Garrard’s Reply. 

Editors Atlanta Constitution: Your tel- 
egraph message, requesting me to give my 
views on the national democratic plat- 
form, just received, and as my time is 
very limited, I can only refer to the 
principal sections contained in the plat- 
form. 

I was selected by the Georgia delegation 
as a member to represent the state of 
Georgia on the national committee. 

As soon as the committee convened, I 
felt that the time had come to stop the 
policy of accepting cut-and-dried plat- 
forms, which are usually sent out to con- 
ventions and are formally adopt- 
ed. The discussion was  open- 
ed in the committee by a 
motion offered by myself, that the com- 
mittee proceed to consider the question of 
a national democratic platform in the 
committee of the whole. 

| Garrard Was Successful. 

On this motion the argument was ex- 
tended. I insisted that for twenty-five 
years the southern states had appeared 
in the national democratic convention, 
and were told what was neccessary to 
be done to carry New York and Indiana 
for the democracy, but that the time had 
now come when they were brought face 
to face with the problem of retaining the 
solid south in the democratic convention, 
and that the views of the south must be 
respected in the national platform. The 
committee proceeded to consider the plat- 


‘form at length, and after they had gone 


through the matters they desired to bring 
before the party, the platform and amend- 
ments were referred to a subcommittee, 
consisting of Senator Daniel, of Virginia, 
Mr. Jones, of Missouri, Senator Bayard, 
of Delaware, Hon. J. C. D. Atkins, of 
Tennessee, Hon. Mr. Thompson, of Cali- 
fornia, Senator MoPherson, of New Jer- 
sey, Mr. Uhl, of Michigan, Mr. Russell, 
of Massachusetts, Mr. Charles L. Jewett, 
of Indiana, and myself. 

In Subcommittee. 

This committee went into session and 
remained in session all night, and contin- 
ued their labors for twenty-six hours, 
and certainly made a painstaking effort 
to satisfy the claims of the democracy. 
By a careful reading of the platform 
adopted, you will see that almost every 
material idea in the Georgia platform is 
covered by the national platform. 

The Force Bill Prominent. | 
The national platform makes the force 


_ bill its most prominent plank and arraigns 


in meeting the demands of the people 
and in section six denounces the repub- 
lican party for giving away the public 
land and refers to the fact that the last 
democratic administration reversed the 
improvident and unwise policy of the 
republican party touching the public do- 
main; and that it reclaimed from corpor- 
ations and syndicates, alien and domestic, 
nearly one hundred million acres of val- 
uable land to be held sacredly as home 
steads for our citizens; and the platform 
pledges the party to continue this policy 
until every acre of land, so unlawfully 
held, shall be reclaimed and restered to 
the people. 

I wrote this secti of the 
platform and compiled it from former 
democratic platforms and from the acts of 
Mr. Cleveland's administration, 80 our 
friends who are attacking the democratic 
party on this line cannot insist that this 
is new democratic doctrine. 

The Silver Plank. 
The seventh fection of the platform relat- 


ing to gold and silver is a very important 


one. It meets the demands of the alliance 
and of the south. It denounces the Sher 
man act of 1890 as a cowardly makeshift. 
It has been stated in some of the papers 
of Chicago that I yielded my position on 
free silver for the sake of harmony before 
the comniittee. This is not true. The sec 
tion as it came from the committee was 
approved by me in every line, I made a 
speech before the committee in favor of 
the free coinage of an honest silver dollar, 
which should be intrinsically equal in value 
to the gold dollar. I insisted that the peo- 
ple of the south did not want the free 
eoinage of a geventy-cent dollar, which 
would allow the speculators to make 30 
cents on every dollar. I insisted that the 
people of the m5 0 were not protectionists, 
and this would protection in its worst 
form, as it would give to the producers of 
silver 30 cents on every dollar. The only 
dispute that we had in the tinal report of 
the commtitee was one word, and that was 
the word free. The northern representa- 
tives claim that their people attach to that 
work a differpnt meaning, When used ih 
connection with silver, from what the peo- 
ple of the sonth understand by the words— 
free silver. I did make a speech in favor 
of harmony before the commi and 
thank God, we had harmony, and only 
refer to this matter because a Chicago 
paper stated, from some source, that I 
yielded to the (ommittee the striking out 
of the word free before silver, but the 
committee gave us in exchange 
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a way as to injure the business interests 
of the country; for such contraction 
will be speedily followed by the issue of 
state bank money which, I insist, can be 


issued under such safeguards as to make it 


in every way as good as national bank 
money. This plank was a concession to 
the south and every section in the plat 
form shows a due regard for the best inter 
ests of the people of the south, and I be 


lieve that there now exists no earthly reas | 


on why all of the democrats of Georgia 


should not comé together and rally around 


the democratic banner and once more carry 
it to victory. 
Civil Service Reform, 
The ninth section relates to civil service 


reform and is about the same as the old 
democratic platform of 1888. The plat- 


form declares in favor of restricted immi- 
gration and arraigns the government as 
incompetent and dishonest in its present 
administration of pensions. It declares in 
favor of popular education and protection 
for the laboring man and for certain re- 
forms which were asked for by the labor 
organizations of the north, and which are 
contained in section 20. The la 
bor organizations stated that this is all for 
which they asked and the democratic con- 
vention freely granted their request. 
Section 21 of the platform puts the 
democratic party in opposition to all sumpt- 
uary laws. 
A Review of the Work. 
This is a brief review rapidly made of 


the platform. I refer to the fact that I was 


placed on the subcommittee of the plat- 
form committee, not because 1 consider 
that I had any peculiar turn for it, but be- 
cause it was done by the committee at the 
request of the cotton states, speaking 
through their members on the floor of the 
convention hall. I knew what the 
views and denmands of those and 
various members were and went 
into the subcommittee with the earnest de- 
termination to ingraft these views on the 
platform. I labored earnestly to satisfy 
their demand, for they were identified with 
the wishes of the people of Georgia, and I 
believe a careful reading of the platform 
will. satisfy any reasonable man. Very 
truly yours, LOUIS F. GARRARD.

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IRISH HOME RULE, 


Its Fate to Be Decided by the British 
Electors Next Week. 


MR. GLADSTONE'S SCHEME READY. 


He Has Taken a Number of States- 
men Into His Confidence. 


THE IRISH MEMBERS WILL REMAIN 


As They Do at Present, in the Imperial 
Parliament—The Work Ahead of 
Mr. Gladstone. 


London, June 24.—(Copyright, 1892, by, 
the New York Assoeiated Press, and Tele- 
graphed to The Constitution.)—Mr. Glad- 
stone’s home rule scheme, which the con- 
servatives are accustomed to assert is 
still in embryo, has been actually commu- 
nicated in detail to Lord Roseberry, John 
Morley, Sir William Vernon Harcourt and 
other liberals. _ 

Some of its more critical points have 
been discussed with the Irish leaders, 
with the assurance that if the general 
election places Gladstone ip power this 
bill will be presented at the autumn ses- 
sion of parliament. 

Must Be Prepared for Another Election. 

Concerning the production and passage 
of a home rule measure, Mr. Gladstone 
is more than an old man in a hurry. He 
knows that he must, under any circum. 
stances, face another election before he 
attains the final triumph of his life in the 
completion of Irish legislation. If he 
passes the bill in the house of commons 
next year, it is certain to be rejected by 
the house of lords. This would cause a 
fresh appeal to the country. Even if the 
peers were at once submissive to the will 
of the people and allowed the measure to 
become a law, the alteration of repre 
sentation in the imperial parliament con- 
sequent thereon would require another 
general election, while the initiation of 
the new Irish administration would draw 
heavily upon Gladstone’s energies. For 
these reasons he is eager that there 
should be no delay in passing the home 
rule bill. He will partly lift the veil 
from his plan in addresses he will make 
in Midlothian. 

The Leading Features of the Measure. 
The representative of the Associated 
Press has learned that the leading features 
of the measure of 1886 will be retained, 
with the following exceptions: Clause 4, 
estricting the powers of the Irish legisla- 
turé, 6 red by further defining the 
limitation of powers of the legislature to 
interfere with the endownient of religion 
or to impose disability or confer privilege 
on account of religious belief. Further 
guarantees relating to denominational edu- 
cation are proved. Next, the constitution 
of the legislative body will be modified by 
raising the number of members of first 
orders in the upper house who, as in the 
first bill, shall hold: office for ten years. 

The much disputed clause 24, removing 
Irish peers from the house of lords and 
Irish members from the house of commons, 
disappears in the new bill, the representa- 
tion of Ireland in the imperial government 
remaining the same as at present. To 
meet the threatened active refusal or pas- 
sive resistance of the Ulsterites to the 
Irish parliament by the non-payment of 
taxes. Subsection 4 of clause 19 of the 
bill of 1886 is to be extended so as to in- 
sure the employment of police and military 
forces to enforce the payment of all taxes 
leviable by the Irish parliament. 

Another alteration relates to disputes 
arising between the Irish legislature and 
imperial government. Lord Roseberry re- 
cently made reference to some tribunal 
deali with these differences. This was 
wrongly interpreted by Irish members ta 
mean the creation of a body like the 
supreme court of the United States. Lord 
Roseberry really referred to the retention 
of clause 25 of the old bill, providing that 
the judicial committee of the privy council 
should decide constitutional questions re- 
—.— to the powers of the Irish legis- 

ature. 

Mr. Gladstone is understood as pro 
ing to appoint a fixed number’ of Irish 
judges to sit with the judicial committee 
when Irish questions are discussed. Apart 
from these modifications the measure of 
1886 remains intact.

MOSES CAPTURES THE CROWD, 


Mr. Revill Makes a Savage Attack on the 


Congressman—Some Very Exgiting 
Scenes at LaGrange. 


+ 


- LaGrange, Ga., June 24.—(Special by 
Wire to The Constitution.)}—The court- 
house of Troup county was today the 
scene discussion hardly 
ever bitterness of 
tone of attack. 
It was a wordy duel, far more deadly 
than the average duel between gentlemen 
of honor. The whole discussion turned, 
not upon political principles or policy, but 
upon the question as to whether Charles 
L. Moses has been guilty or not guilty 
of dishonest politics. Mr. Moses was 
arraigned as deliberately as if the case 
had been brought in court, and even the 
phraseology of the bar was used in the 
attack. Mr. Revill, who acted as prose 
cutor on behalf of the democratic party, 
called the audience a jury and introduced 
-one piece of evidence after another to sup- 
port the indictment, which he had put 
in the form of a newspaper cummunica- 
tion. With consummate skill he pro- 
pounded the theory o fhis case, and 
with merciless criticism he introduced 
evidence, which, upon an ex parte show- 
ing, and without the telling reply of the 
distinguished defendant, would have been 
disastrous, if not destructive. To make 
the case especially strong, he introduced 
several affidayits from the men who de- 
liberately charged Mr. Moses with declar- 
ing for the destruction of the democratic 
party, and followed them with a quota- 
tion from a candidate for governor, whose 
evidence, if uncontradicted, would have 
convicted Mr. Moses of political hypoc- 
racy. This was the ex parte case made 
by a gentleman who has been considered 
the most doughty debater in the district, 
and it was done with rare adroitness and 
telling sarcasm. 

Mr. Moses met the indictment with a 
suggestion of a counter charge, remark- 
ing that there was a celebrated case in 
which the accused was acquitted and the 
prosecutor was found to be the guilty 


party. 

Upon an issue like this, involving a 
question of moral turpitude, the discus- 
sion could not be otherwise than bitter, 
and the marvel is that a discussion of the 
kind was so long held within the bounds 
of parliamentary language. But as Mr. 
Moses said, they could be severe without 
being unparliamentary. Rarely breaking 
into mere verbal violence, yet this was a 
discussion in which every word was a 
dagger and every argument intended to 
kill. It was a fight without mercy, in 
which the two men stood like gladiators, 
8 and taking blows of startling sever- 


After replying to Mr. Revill’s speech, 
meeting charge with counter charge, argu- 
ment with argument and sarcasm with 
denunciation, Mr. Moses reached the cli- 
max of terrible invectives with the ex- 
clamation, “Young men of Troup, take 
warning by this example! Here is an in- 
tellectual giant whose life has been a 
failure because he is a moral dwarf!“ 

This was almost too much for mortal 
to bear in silence, but the grim old gladi- 
ator, who had not once lost his self-con- 
trol, sat calmly looking on. Not so with 
the hot blood of youth. Henry Revill, 
his son, exclaimed, That is an imfa- 
mous lie!” 

There was hot blood on the other side, 
and young Heard exclaiming, “I am a 
friend of Moses!“ rose and started for 
young Revill. Strong hands pulled them 
down, and the speaker, who had met the 
insult with the contemptuous remark, “I 
have a ten-year-old boy who can attend 
to you,” now remarked, I have faced 
howling mobs before,” and with the ut- 
most composure, went on with his speech. 

Just here occurred a remarkable inci- 
dent. Pausing the speaker said, “I do 
not wish to be unparllamentary; I have 
not, have 1?” 

“Yes you have,” said Alvin Freeman, 
his next friend; and ‘Yes! yes!“ echoed 
the crowd, which had been cheering his 
hardest blows at his antagonist. The 
crowd was willing to see the duel of 
words as destructive as the speaker could 
make it, but they were not there to wit- 
ness butchery.

point of numbers, however, for no one of 
those who are very much opposed to the 
proposed innovation mean for one instant 
to insinuate that the present or any future 
grand jury has not the confidence of the 
people of Bibb and “the sound common 
sense, as far as their constitutional rights 
go, to conduct the affairs of the county.

Tho Bast Tennessee Goes the Way of 
w ben 


FINK AND eke APPOINTED. 


General Sam Thomas Made the Applica- 


tion at Knoxville and Got the Order. 
Other Railroad News. 


The East Tennessee, Virginia and Geor- 
gia has gone the way of the Terminal 
and the Danville. 

And 2,318 more miles of railroad are 
in a receivership. 

Colonel Charles M. McGhee and Henry 
Fink were appointed receivers yesterday 
by United States Circuit Court Judge 
Howell Jackson. General Sam Thomas 
filed the application at Knoxville and the 
appointment was made at Nashville. 

The East Tennessee has nearly $51,000,- 
000 of bonds and guaranteed stock out- 
standing, and $44,752,225 of common 
stock outstanding, excluding the Alabama 
Great Southern. 

The combined bonds and stock of the 
Terminal, the Richmond and Danville and 
the East Tennessee companies amount to 
$34,572,101. The car trusts and floating 
debts amount. to all of $10,000,000, the 
floating indebtedness of the railroad com- 
panies being the greater part of it. 

This is no new experience for the East 
Tennessee. General Thomas has put it 
through a receivership twice. When the 
Danville was thrown into a receivership 
ten days ago, the Terminal and the East 
Tennessee had been doomed to the same 
fate. Coming at this time, all together, 
these recelverships indicate that the pa- 
tient is being put in condition for Drexel, 
Morgan & Co. to operate on. The reor- 
ganization can now proceed. 

How it Was Done. 


Knoxville, Tenn., June 24,—(Special.)— 
The fact that General Manager Hudson, 
of the East Tennessee, Virginia and Geor- 

a, left this city in a special today for 

hattanooga, with instructions to his en- 
gineer to make all the speed possible, and 
the arrival here a few hours afterward 
of a special from Nashville, which made 
the distance in the remarkable time of six 
hours, caused a great commotion in rail- 
road circles today. It was ascertained that 
the East Tennessee road had gone into the 
hands of a receiver, and that Colonel 
Charles M. McGhee and Major Henry 
Fink had been named as receivers by 
Judge Howell E. Jackson, circuit judge of 
the United States court. They gave the 
required bond and immediately entered 
upon their duties. The Richmond and 
West Point Terminal, which went into the 
hands of a receiver on Wednesday, owned 
19,000 shares of the stock of the East 
Tennessee. 

Judge Purdue joins in the order, the mo- 
tion being made by General Samuel W. 
‘Thomas. ikman, who was ap- 

inted receiver of the Richmond and West 

oint Terminal, is president of the East 
Tennessee. Major Fink, one of the receiv- 
ers, is vice president, while Colonel C. M. 
McGhee has been president and prominent 
in the road’s directory for twenty years. 

The working force wiil not be changed 
in the least, though Major Fink will doubt- 
less spend the most of his time here. The 
bill is a lengthy one.

All differences of opinion respecting adminis- 
trative reform, or silver coinage, or free 
trade, or personal qualities, or antecedents of 
candidates—in short, the whole ordinary ar- 
ray of electoral controversies—are, m com- 
parison, of inferior, indeed, of almost trivial, 
moment. We mean the question whether 
those southern states which have inherited a 
negro population surpassing the number of 
the white citizens shall, by federal law and 
federal military force, be subjected to the 
political domination of negroes, to negro 
legislatures, negro governors and negro judges 
in thelr courts, or whether they shall con- 
tinue to be governed by white men, as now.

Louis, as a Cleveland delegate and as 


chairman of the committee on resolutions 
seems to have worried a good many peo- 
ple. There is a mystery about this that 
we are unable to fathom. What is the 
matter with Jones? To the best of our 
recollection he is one of the Cleveland 
men, and a tariff reformer as bold, if not 
as brilliant, as Editor Watterson himself. 
We know of no one who has been more 
conspicuous in urging tariff reform. 

Nevertheless, we discover a suspicious 
tendency on the part of various prominent 
elements in the convention to ridicule 
Colonel Jones. George Alfred Townsend 
drops from his toploftical perch to have 
a fling at Jones, and O. O. Stealy, Editor 
Watterson’s own special correspondent, 
alludes to the St. Lou tariff reformer 
as “an obscure man, who was somehow 
made chairman of the committee on res- 
olutions.” 

The trouble seems to be that Jones, as 
chairman of the committee, reported a 
tariff plank that did not fit the extreme 
views of a majority of the convention, 
and the plank was hissed and hooted out 
of the platform in spite of the efforts of 
democrats very close to Mr. Cleveland to 
retain it. But why should Jones be held 
responsible for the tariff plank which he 
reported? We have the best of authority 
for saying that that part of the resolutions 
had received the hearty approval of Mr. 
Cleveland himself. This fact was practi- 
cally admitted, and, if any other evidence 
were needed it would be found in the 
firm support which Mr. Vilas gave to the 
resolution which Editor Watterson de- 
nounced as a straddle. 

The Constitution thinks that it was best 
under all the circumstances for the party 
to take an unequivocal stand on the tariff, 
but there is no reason why Jones should 
be held responsible for the original reso- 
lution.
